Dear Editor: 

Oh, the lure of California! 
In 1880 there were only 245 
cities and towns in the na¬ 
tion with a population of 
more than 10,000. San Fran¬ 
cisco, the wonder city of the 
era, was No. 9 with a popu¬ 
lation of 233,956. Los An¬ 
geles, the Village of the 
Angels, was doing very well 
with 11,311 “souls,” as they 
were called in 1880. (Uncon¬ 
stitutional .now. I’ll bet.) 
The state population was 
864,686, inclu ding 75,000 
Chinese and about 210,000 
other foreigners. The state 
debt was $3,396,500. 

California, with its present 
19.5 million people, has .not 
only forged ahead of all 
other states, but it still has 
a lot of wide open spaces. 
More than 17 million' live in 
the Southern Counties and 
up and around the coast 
and the Bay areas. 

The Golden State is one of 
extremes and contrasts. The 
highest mountain peak (ex¬ 
cept Alaska); the lowest 
elevation. The biggest trees; 
the most barren desert. High 
precipitation in spots; the 
lowest rainfall. Extremely 
cold on the high mountain 


peaks; the hottest climate. 
Very conservative people; 
the wackiest of crackpots. 
Populous Los Angeles Coun¬ 
ty, with 7 million: Alpine 
County with only 400 peo¬ 
ple. Tliey've gained three 
since 19W. Educating the 
children is a problem. I’m 
told they are boarded with 
families who live in a coun¬ 
ty with a schoolhouse. 
Board paid out of school 
funds. 

The way I view it, Cali¬ 
fornia is Bcenically beauti¬ 
ful without contrasting ugly 
areas . . . except man-made 
blights. Even Alpine Coun¬ 
ty is ruggedly beautiful, 
with lofty mountain peaks, 
streams,lakes bordered with 
plats of lawn'-like meadow- 
land. Vast vistas of indes¬ 
cribable beauty, .unmarred 
by the hand of civilization. 
And there it is almost alone, 
in all its clean-air splen¬ 
dor. 

If the state population 
continues to increase at the 
same percentage rate, in an¬ 
other 87 years believe that 
wo.uld be around 430 mil¬ 
lion. The population would 
need to be scattered. I hope 
they will have noiseless, ac-

Many garments made of 
wool, and woolen house¬ 
hold articles such as blan¬ 
kets, have been treated to 
make them resistant to 
fnoths. The best moth re¬ 
pellents used today are min¬ 
eral salts and organic com¬ 
pounds that are put into the 
yarn dyes. These are known 
as dye - intermediates, and 
because they permeate to 
the very heart of the fibers 
they prorduce a relatively 
lasting moth - proof effect. 
Other moth-proofing agents 
commonly in use to discour¬ 
age the hatching of moth 
larvae for a limited length 
of time are often removed 
by dry cleaning. 

One of the surest, safest 
ways to repel moths is to 
have garments, blankets 
and all woolen artic 1 e s 
cleaned thoroughly and fre¬ 
quently. Don’t give moths 
half a chance. Make It a 
point always to have blan¬ 
kets ' and clothing cleaned 
before putting them away 
for the season. 

Aside from the moth haz¬ 
ard, soil that Is allowed to 
remain in fabric for any 
length of time has a ten¬ 
dency to penetrate the fibers 
and deteriorate them. 

If the woolen things 
you’re bringing out now 
weren’t cleaned in the 
spring, better send them to 
us now. We’ll put them In 
perfect shape for the fall 
and winter seasons . • • and 
remember, reweavLng or re¬ 
placement is a lot more 
costly than cleaning. Don’t 
gamble with moths!

Holiday Changes 


Having survived the only 19b7 tnree-ciay nouaay ween- 
end except Christmas, a good many people are looking 
with interest at renewed efforts in Congress to re-estab¬ 
lish a nunjber of our non-religious days to Monday, in order 
to assure us more long weekends. 

The three-day holiday iias long had support from the 
business community, but traditional respect for the oc¬ 
casions commemorated has held back any action. Now, 
however, public opinion seems to be swinging toward the 
change. 

Already we have eliminated the specific relevance of 
November 11 as a holiday by renaming it Veterans Day, 
which has no special reference to the Armistice of World 
War I. Franklin Roosevelt juggled Thanksgiving Day 
around, as did others before him, without too much popu¬ 
lar protest: actually the Declaration of Independence didn’t 
take effect on July 4; Washington’s true birthday was 
February 11. It is small wonder that polls now show not 
only business, labor and the Administration in favor of 
three-day legal holidays, but 95 per cent of the public. 

Another argument against long weekends has been 
that they would increase highway fatalities. Actually, ac. 
cording to experts, there is greater danger on the rushed 
mid-week holidays. So, why not switch to Monday? As 
financial columnist Sylvia Porter has pointed out_ it would 
be one piece of federal legislation that wouldn’t cost us 
a cent. 

The departure of Phil Battaglia, Governor Reagan’s 
executive secretary and campaign right hand, has political 
experts betting that Battaglia will show up next as ad¬ 
vance man for a Reagan presidential bid. 

Liberal congressmen are planning a new move to 
subject all housing financed by conventional mortgages 
as well as federally funded sources to “open housing” 
policy, a tactic sure to stir up a battle in a pre-election 
year, Washington insiders say.
